‘Decision has been 
made’: Kelly won’t 
run for re-election 


O Mayor will remain until civic vote in October 
O Says job has taken toll on his marriage and personal life

Peter Kelly says he’s focused on the 
future. 

But that future doesn’t involve 
the embattled mayor leading the 
Halifax Regional Municipality. 

Kelly shocked the city Wednes¬ 
day by announcing he will not be 
seeking re-election in October. The 
announcement came a week after 
a local alt-weekly reported Kelly 
has allegedly neglected his duties 
as executor of a Halifax woman’s 
will for seven years. 

“I can’t change the past. I’m 
focused on the future. A decision 
has been made,” Kelly said in an 
interview. “And I will continue to 
fill the responsibilities until the 
new mayor is here, and then we’ll 
go forward from here.” 

The past year has been a tough

one for Kelly. When municipal 
auditor general Larry Munroe 
tabled a report on the concert-for- 
cash scandal, Kelly was found to 
have acted inappropriately in his 
dealings with promoter Harold 
MacKay. 

Wayne Anstey, the acting CAO 
during the scandal, took the fall. 

Kelly wore the eviction of Occu¬ 
py Nova Scotia more than anyone 
around the council table. 

He was also taken to task for the 
large number of meetings held 


behind closed doors — and later 
shocked his council colleagues by 
calling for fewer secret meetings, 
despite setting the agenda. 

He’s consistently polled below 
Mike Savage, even before Savage 
entered the race. 

More recently, Kelly skipped a 
council session on Tuesday and has 
refused to comment on Mary 
Thibeault’s will. 

Kelly preferred to focus Wednes¬ 
day on what he considers to be his 
greatest accomplishments over his 
tenure, including the Africville 
apology, the harbour cleanup and 
about $7 billion in development. 

“Certainly (the past year has) 
been challenging and certainly has 
been one for thought,” he said. 
“And the thought has been com¬ 
plete, and the decision has been 
made.”

Halifax reacts to 
Kelly announcement

Peter Kelly’s exit from the 
mayoral race Wednesday 
drew reaction from all 
over the Halifax Regional 
Municipality. 

Mike Savage, who was 
seen as the frontrunner 
among Kelly’s chal¬ 
lengers, said the munici¬ 
pality owes Kelly a debt of 
gratitude for the 12 years 
he’s spent as mayor. 

“Mayor Peter Kelly has 
devoted many years to 


public life,” Savage wrote 
in a statement. “I have al¬ 
ways acknowledged his 
commitment to this mu¬ 
nicipality, and his work 
ethic on behalf of the citi¬ 
zens of the Halifax area.” 

Deputy premier Frank 
Corbett, whose govern¬ 
ment has occasionally 
butted heads with the 
mayor of Nova Scotia’s 
capital city, said he re¬ 
spects Kelly’s decision to 
move on. 

“He served the Halifax 
area for 25 to 30 years, 
and he wants to move 


on,” said Corbett. “I think 
that’s his right, and I wish 
him well.” 

Jack Novaclc, a profes¬ 
sor at Dalhousie Universi¬ 
ty who specializes in local 
governance, said while 
the focus will be on Kel¬ 
ly’s recent political mis¬ 
steps, his legacy remains 
to be determined. 

“I don’t think Peter is 
out. He may be down for a 
little while, but I think he 
needs to catch his breath 
and recoup for a little 
while. And rightly so,” 
said Novaclc. 


“(But) I don’t think the 
story is over yet. He’s still 
relatively young, still has 
opportunities to do things 
which will shape his ulti¬ 
mate legacy.” 

Novaclc said one advan¬ 
tage of Kelly’s exit to the 
race is it will force the re¬ 
maining candidates to fo¬ 
cus on their vision for 
HRM — rather than at¬ 
tacking Kelly’s record.

The cash was not so unusu¬ 
al, but the other item in 
the deposit envelope — a 
baggie full of powder — 
raised a huge alarm at a 
downtown bank on 
Wednesday. 

Staff at the Credit Union 
Atlantic on Spring Garden 
Road called police at about 
9 a.m. to report the suspi¬ 
cious package they found 
at a bank machine. Three 
employees were nearby 
when the envelope was 
opened, but there were no 
injuries. 

Police and fire crews set 
up on Spring Garden, clos¬ 
ing the street from Dres¬ 
den Row to South Park 
Street until after noon. 

At a mid-morning up¬ 
date, Dave Meldrum of Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Fire and 
Emergency said techni¬ 
cians were working to 
identify the substance and 
the fire service was stand¬ 
ing by with a decontamina¬ 
tion crew, if needed. 

“If the police officers do 
become contaminated, we

quickly decon them and 
get them back in service 
and healthy,” he said. 

At a later briefing, Mel¬ 
drum said his team was 
packing up because the 
powder was deemed to be 
not harmful. He said the 
powder, which consisted of 
several compounds, would 
be a risk only if it were in¬ 
gested in large quantities. 

Police haven’t decided 
whether to analyze the 
powder in a lab to deter¬ 
mine exactly what it is. 

Const. Brian Palmeter, 
spokesman for Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police, said later 
that investigators watched 
the video of the ATM trans¬ 
action and have some leads 
as to how the powder got 
into the envelope. 

He said they have deter¬ 
mined who put it in there 
and are “exploring the 
possibility” that it was an 
accident.

Beset business owners finding 
ways to cope with transit strike 


The transit strike is hav¬ 
ing a negative impact on 
about half of Halifax’s 
small businesses, a new 
study says. 

The survey, conducted 
by the Canadian Federa¬ 
tion of Independent Busi¬ 
ness, found that 55 per 
cent of HRM businesses 
say the transit strike has 
had a minor or major neg¬ 
ative impact on their busi¬ 
ness, while 40 per cent 
say they are unaffected. 

Amelia DeMarco, CFIB’s 
senior policy analyst, said 
the strike has been espe¬ 
cially taxing for the retail 
and hospitality sectors. 

But businesses have 
been finding ways to 
cope, the survey suggests. 
It found that 33 per cent 
of business owners pick 
up and drop off employ¬ 



ees themselves. 

It also said that 40 per 
cent of employers are ad¬ 
justing employee work 
schedules and 26 per cent 
are arranging carpooling

The survey asked 180 
CFIB members in the HRM 
on Feb. 17 and is accurate 
within 7.5 percentage 
points, 19 times out of 20.

Police tout 
strategy for 
reducing 
crime 

Property crime is falling in 
the Halifax region, police 
say. 

Halifax District RCMP 
say that from Jan. 19 to Feb. 
9, there was little or no re¬ 
ported property crimes in 
some of the communities 
the unit patrols. Insp. Den¬ 
nis Daley attributes the de¬ 
cline to its crime-reduction 
strategy. He says that by fo¬ 
cusing on a small group of 
offenders responsible for a 
disproportionately high 
amount of property crime, 
police have had a much 
bigger impact than if they 
had conducted random pa¬ 
trols. In 2011, property 
crime fell about 18 per cent 
in RCMP-patrolled areas of 
HRM compared to 2010.

Province to make case to 
feds for more immigrants 


Immigration will have to 
rise to meet a job crunch 
that could occur when sev¬ 
eral large mega-projects 
ramp up over the next five 
years, says an official with 
Nova Scotia’s Office of Im¬ 
migration. 

Executive director Eliza¬ 
beth Mills said Wednesday 
that the current demand 
for skilled workers is meet¬ 
ing the supply, but that will 
change rapidly by 2014. 

Mills said economic 
models show there could 
be between 3,000 and 
10,000 jobs that will need 
to be filled as part of the 
$2 5-billion federal ship¬ 
building contract and sev¬ 
eral other large industrial 
projects, including the 
Muskrat Falls hydroelectric 
project. 

Economic studies have 
said the 30-year shipbuild-

ing contract alone will cre¬ 
ate about 11,000 jobs. 

Mills said the province is 
putting together a business 
case for increased immigra¬ 
tion levels that will be pre¬ 
sented to Ottawa. She said 
Nova Scotia will need to 
boost its numbers through 
all immigration streams, 
including its nominee pro¬ 
gram for skilled workers, 
which is capped at 500.

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Grenade diver gets bravery medal

For David Denman, wading 
through the murky waters 


of a Nova Scotia pond and 
skimming the muddy 
depths for an explosive 
grenade is just another day 
at work. 

But it’s the Canadian 


Forces leading seaman’s 
contribution to a Sept. 23, 
2009, operation that won 
him a Medal of Bravely. 

Denman is among 43 
people — but only four oth¬ 


er Atlantic Canadians — 
who are accepting bravely 
medals today at a ceremo¬ 
ny at Rideau Hall in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The 28-year-old had only 
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been a diver certified in ex¬ 
plosives for one year when 
he was asked to retrieve a 
vulnerable grenade from a 
pond in Stewiaclce (a civil¬ 
ian had thrown a number 
of explosives into the wa¬ 
ter). In fact, it was his first 
dive of its kind. 

“I was really excited,” 
said Denman, with a smile, 
sitting on a couch in the 
fleet diving unit lounge at 
CFB Shearwater on 
Wednesday. 

Equipped with wet suits, 
air tanks and metal detec¬ 
tors, Denman and B.C.- 
based Lt. Andre Bard 
cautiously entered the 15- 
metre-by-15-metre pond 
that fall day. After about an 
hour of combing the 
swampy lagoon, Denman 
said he heard a “ping.” 

“I scooped my hand 
(down) and, lucky enough, I 
had a grenade in ... my 
hand,” said Denman, who 
grew up in Dartmouth. “It 
felt like a grenade, so I 
brought it to my face to 
check, because you

couldn’t see a foot in front 
of you.” 

The grenade was then 
detonated safely. 

Denman said he is 
stunned and “incredibly 
honoured” to be receiving 
a medal for his work that 
day. 

“I was just doing my job. 
It wasn’t really anything 
out of the ordinary for 
what I do ... so I never 
thought anything more of 
it.” 

But Petty Officer Second 
Class Rob Williams said 
Denman is being “modest.” 

“It was a very dangerous 
job,” said Williams, Den¬ 
man’s current supervisor. 
“There was a chance of it 
going off.”

Public-safety initiatives

“The policing budget is 
always something that has 
to be managed and ... I’m 
going to have to watch my 
budget closely,” said Beaz¬ 
ley. 

“But I’m also comfort¬ 
able in saying I believe I 
have enough money to do 
what I need to do.” 

Beazley noted violent 


crime from 2006-2011 de¬ 
clined by 56 per cent in 
HRM while property crime 
declined by more than 30 
per cent over the same 
time period. But shootings 
and a record number of 
homicides last year — two 
things Landry has been re¬ 
peatedly asked about in 
the legislature — are still 
cause for concern. 

“Of course the minister

Peter Kent, Canada’s 
environment minister, 
and several others were 
on hand in Dartmouth 
yesterday for the unveil¬ 
ing event, a news 
release says. 

The Dartmouth-based 
company’s ACME 
Spring Skate, patented 
in the 1860s, is regard¬ 
ed as the most 
important 19th-century 
advancement in skate 
design. 

“This innovation 
helped to establish ice- 
skating and hockey as 
two of Canada’s 
favourite winter recre¬ 
ations,” said Kent in a

O Sex abuser 
apologizes to 
shaken world

“I apologize.” 

One of Canada’s most 
reviled sex offenders stood 
in court Wednesday and 
expressed his deep re¬ 
morse for sexual abuse 
that shattered the hockey 
world. 

“I stand before you with 
regret,” former junior 
hockey coach Graham 
James said at his sentenc¬ 
ing hearing in Winnipeg. 

“I apologize to the Cana¬ 
dian hockey public, whose 
interest in the national 
game should be found in 
celebration. 

“I apologize to the insti¬ 
tution of hockey ... to the 
many good people who 


work only for the better¬ 
ment of the sport.” 

James apologized to the 
players he coached and 
their families. 

“I apologize to the par¬ 
ents and the families of 
those most personally af¬ 
fected.... I abused the trust 
you put in me.” 


But he saved the most 
direct apology for last. 

“Finally, and most im¬ 
portantly, I apologize to 
Theoren Fleury and to 
Todd Holt, against whom I 
have offended. 

“I wanted the best for 
you but I did not give you 
my best,” he said. 


“My actions forfeited 
our friendship.” 

James, 59, pleaded 
guilty in December to sex¬ 
ually abusing Fleuiy and 
Holt when they played for 
him in the 1980s and ’90s. 

The sentencing decision 
was reserved.

Niagara Falls icon sailing off into the mist 


One of the largest tourist 
draws in Niagara Falls may 
not be open this year. 

After 165 years, the 
Maid of the Mist Steam¬ 
boat Co. has lost the con¬ 
tract to operate boats 
there. 

The Niagara Parks Com¬ 
mission said Wednesday it 
has awarded a 30-year deal 
for boat-tour operations in 
the Niagara Gorge to 


Hornblower Canada, a 
California-based company. 

“This is a great day for 
the Niagara Parks 
Commission and a great 
day for the tourism indus¬ 
try in Niagara and across 
Ontario,” said chair Janice 
Thomson. 

But the Hornblower 
service isn’t scheduled to 
begin until the spring of 
2014 and the Maid of the 



Mist company isn’t sure it 
can stay in business for 
this summer’s tourist sea¬ 
son. 

“As a result of this deci¬ 
sion, our business, with a 
165-year history of service 
to tourists from around 
the world, may soon come 
to an end,” said company 
president Christopher 
Glynn.

Trade unions remain a 
force to contend with in 
the NDP leadership con¬ 
test, even though they’ve 
been stripped of their fi¬ 
nancial clout. 

They provide candidates 
with access to thousands 
of members and lend them 
organizational muscle. 

They also bring moral 
suasion to bear on party 
members who still cherish 
the NDP’s ties to unions — 


founding partners in the 
party 51 years ago. 

So far, endorsements 
from unions have been 
spread fairly evenly among 
four contenders: Brian 
Topp, Peggy Nash, Thomas 
Mulcair and Paul Dewar.

Just hours after U.S. forces 
killed Osama bin Laden, 
Canada’s spy agency pre¬ 
dicted Islamic extremism 
would live on despite the 
al-Qaida leader’s death. 

A newly released assess¬ 
ment by the Canadian Se¬ 
curity Intelligence Service 
says Bin Laden — though 
very important — was not 
the only ideologue advo¬ 
cating war between Islam 
and the West. 


It suggests groups in¬ 
spired by the al-Qaida mes¬ 
sage might carry out 
attacks independently of 
the terrorist network. 

Bin Laden was buried at 
sea last May after a covert 
U.S. team stormed a com¬ 
pound in Pakistan and 
killed him. 

The CSIS assessment 
was obtained under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act.

Italy’s national civil protec¬ 
tion agency said three of 
the bodies were recovered 
a few hours after being 
spotted by divers. It said 
they are those of a woman, 
a girl and a man. Because of 
worsening weather, the 
divers were not able to im¬ 
mediately remove the oth¬ 
er five bodies. The bodies 
were transferred to hospi¬ 
tal.

The first two cars were 
packed so tightly for the 
morning rush that 
people were sandwiched 
between bicycles and the 
few seats. 

This train didn’t lurch, 
though. It had trouble 
stopping, overshooting 
platforms and missing at 
least one station entirely. 
It didn’t come to a halt 
until it had slammed into 
a metal barrier at Buenos 
Aires’ Once station. With 


more than 1,200 people 
on board, the 
momentum was devastat¬ 
ing. Forty-nine people 
were killed and 600 were 
injured. The cause has 
not been determined, but 
many pointed to a deteri¬ 
orating rail system. The 
dead included 48 adults 
and one child, and 461 
were hospitalized, Trans¬ 
portation Secretary J.P. 
Schiavi said.

LAWMAKER STANDS BY

Undaunted by ridicule 
from the leader of his 
own party, an Indiana 
lawmaker is standing by 
his allegations that the 
Girl Scouts is a radical or¬ 
ganization that promotes 
abortions and homosexu¬ 
ality. 

The Scouts and 
Planned Parenthood have 
dismissed Rep. Bob Mor¬ 
ris’ comments as absurd, 
as did Brian Bosma, the 
Republican Speaker of In¬ 
diana’s House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. But Morris, 
also a Republican, told 
The Associated Press his 
critics need to do more re¬ 
search into the 100-year- 
old organization. 

“My family and I took a 


view and we’re sticking 
by it,” Morris said Tues¬ 
day, adding that his 
daughters were joining an 
alternative group for 
young girls run by conser¬ 
vative Christians. “My 
girls are no longer Girl 
Scouts. They’re now going 
to join American Heritage 
Girls.” 

Morris’ comments 
were the butt of jokes in¬ 
side the House on Tues¬ 
day, with Bosma spending 
much of the day handing 
out Thin Mints to law¬ 
makers. He joked that 
Morris’ comments led 
him to buy hundreds of 
cases of the famous Girl 
Scout cookies.

There was no clear winner, 
no knockout punches, and 
no damaging gaffes on 
Wednesday night in the lat¬ 
est Republican presidential 
debate — possibly the final 
such showdown of a topsy¬ 
turvy primary season that 
has seen front-runners and 
momentum ebb and flow 
on an almost daily basis. 

Only four men remained 
standing in the 20th debate 
of the race, and the stakes 
were high in advance of 
state primaries being held 
in the delegate-rich states 
of Michigan and Arizona on 
Tuesday. 

The latest candidate atop 
national polls, Rick Santo¬ 
rum, was on the hot seat in 
Mesa, Ariz., often appearing 
peeved as he fended off at¬ 
tacks from Mitt Romney 
and Ron Paul, in particular. 
The former Massachusetts 
governor and the libertari¬ 
an congressman have re¬ 
portedly formed a 
behind-the-scenes alliance. 


“Because he’s a fake,” 
Paul answered cheerfully 
when asked by the debate’s 
moderator, CNN’s John 
King, why his campaign re¬ 
leased an ad in Michigan 
this week calling Santorum 
a fake conservative. 

Paul assailed Santorum, 
a former Pennsylvania sen¬ 
ator, for portraying himself 
as a fiscal conservative 
when, while in Congress, 


he voted to raise the debt 
ceiling five times. 

He also repeatedly ma¬ 
ligned Santorum for voting 
in favour of a federal educa¬ 
tion bill that he has since 
decried, accusing him of 
“losing credibility.” 

Santorum, meantime, 
tried to take aim at Rom¬ 
ney. The staunch social con¬ 
servative has been polling 
ahead of his rival in Michi-

O Afghans angry over U.S. military 
burning of Muslim holy book O Top 
officials apologize, call for talks 


Clashes between Afghan 
troops and protesters angiy 
over the burning of Muslim 
holy books at a U.S. militaiy 
base left at least seven peo¬ 
ple dead and dozens 
wounded Wednesday as 
anger spread, despite U.S. 
apologies over what it said 
was a mistake. 

The demonstrations 
across four eastern 
provinces illustrated the in¬ 
tensity of Afghans’ anger at 
what they saw as foreign 
forces flouting their laws 
and insulting their culture. 

The violence was also a 
reminder of how easily 
Afghan-U.S. relations can 
deteriorate, as the two 
countries work to forge a 
long-term partnership 
ahead of the withdrawal of 
foreign forces in 2014. 

The unrest started Tues¬ 
day when Afghan workers 
at the main American mili- 
taiy base, Bagram Air Field, 
saw soldiers dumping 
books in a pit where 
garbage is burned and no¬ 
ticed Qur’ans and other re¬ 
ligious material among the 
trash.

O 72-year-old Nepal man may be the world’s shortest 
O Makes first trip outside village to be measured 


He has never worked out¬ 
side the home or seen a 
doctor, and until Wednes¬ 
day he had never left his 
remote mountain village 
in western Nepal. So 72- 
year-old Chandra Ba¬ 
hadur Dangi only 
recently learned he might 
be the world’s shortest 
man. 

Dangi says he’s only 56 
centimetres tall — about 
the size of a toddler — 
and he’s hoping to claim 
the title. Guinness World 
Records said in an email 
Wednesday that its offi¬ 
cials would arrive in 
Nepal’s capital Sunday to 
measure Dangi. 

Dangi took his first 
trip outside his village 
and his first trip on a

plane to reach Kathman¬ 
du on Wednesday. 

Dangi, who has never 
been married, lives with 
his eldest brother and his 
family in Rhimlcholi vil¬ 
lage, about 400 kilome¬ 
tres west of Kathmandu. 
Because of his height, he 
has never worked outside 
the house, doing only 
household chores. His 


five brothers are of aver¬ 
age size. 

His family is not sure 
when he stopped grow¬ 
ing, and Dangi said he 
has never been checked 
by a medical doctor. He 
attended a few classes in 
the village school but 
soon dropped out. 

Dangi eats mainly rice 
and vegetables, and occa¬ 
sionally meat, but in 
small portions. 

Since the village is so 
remote, it was only re¬ 
cently that Dangi gained 
notice. A forest contrac¬ 
tor cutting timber in the 
village met him and in¬ 
formed local media after 
Dangi’s height was meas¬ 
ured.

The European Commis¬ 
sion, facing opposition in

rope’s highest court to see 
whether it violates any 
fundamental EU rights. 

EU Trade Commission¬ 
er Karel De Gucht asserted 
Wednesday that an opin¬ 
ion from the European 
Court of Justice would 
clear away the fog of mis¬ 
information surrounding 
the Anti-Counterfeiting 
Trade Agreement. 

“This debate must be 
based upon facts and not 


upon the misinformation 
or rumour that has domi¬ 
nated social media sites 
and blogs in recent 
weeks,” De Gucht told re¬ 
porters in Brussels. 

Protests against the 
agreement were staged 
earlier this month in sev¬ 
eral European capitals by 
critics who say the agree¬ 
ment would stifle free 
speech and access to in¬ 
formation.

O Nearly half of respondents to Sun

As Canadians live longer 
and face tougher financial 
choices in their golden 
years, fewer than a third of 
respondents in a recent 
survey said they plan to be 
fully retired by 66.

International Clothiers 
has been selling such coats 
since December 2009 with 
not only a similar logo to 
Canada Goose, but several 
other similar features, 
Canada Goose alleges.

With its intrinsic goal of adding as many followers as 
possible, Twitter is a bit of a drug.

I never dream about work, but the first day I started us¬ 
ing Twitter I dreamt about it. Specifically, I dreamt I was

No stranger to soaring 


O High-flying Toronto Raptor DeMar DeRozan has been dunking since Grade 6 


DeMar DeRozan was a 
sixth grader when he 
soared through the air for 
his first slam dunk. 

It was a moment of 
athletic brilliance that 
earned him bragging 
rights with his friends 
and set the stage for a life 
lived above the rim. 

“It was at recess, just 
playing around, trying to 
show off that I could 
dunk, and I could pull it 
off,” DeRozan said after a 
practice this week. “It 
was a little bet. You know 
when you’re young every¬ 
body’s trying to dunk, 
and I said I could dunk. 

“And I got it in, finger 
tips. ... that was the first 
time.” 

Fast forward 10 years, 
and the 22-year-old 
Toronto shooting guard is 
one of the most explosive 
dunlcers in the league. 

The Raptors high flyer 
turned plenty of heads in 
the NBA’s slam dunk con¬ 
test the past two years, 
but won’t be part of this 
weekend’s annual all-star 
festivities in Orlando. 

Fans cried robbery last 
year when DeRozan failed 
to make the final after 
throwing down what 
many thought was the 
dunk of the night — a 
ridiculous alley-oop re¬ 
verse windmill that he 
called “The Showstop- 
per.” 

The six-foot-seven Rap¬ 
tor was the only dunlcer 
who didn’t use gimmicky 
props — Blake Griffin

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Argos finally land Jackson 

O Thirty-four-year-old adds leadership as new backup for QB Ricky Ray 


It took eight years, but Jari- 
ous Jackson has finally be¬ 
come a Toronto Argonaut. 

The veteran signed with 
Toronto on Wednesday af¬ 
ter seven seasons with the 
B.C. Lions.
